fears of age, General Marian ran for 
oiigrcMH in the Kayetto district (then 
ailed the Vlllth), on the opposition 
ticket, and, alter a hard fight, was do- 
eated by the democratic eamlidato by a 
majority of only 07, in a total vote of 
Ht,7!J7, 
When the war broke out ho
